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And whereas Commiffioners of Cuftoms and Excife are, as the Law By whom 
now ila.nds, to take the Oaths of Office, and be tworn into their Office be- oati) maybe 
. fore the Lord^Chief Baron, or in his Ableiice, before the Chancellor of 
the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, or'one of the Barons thereof, which 
has frequently, on account of their Abfence, proved inconvenient ; BE it 
Enafred, That it ffiail and may be lawful for the Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland, or Kee])er or Commiffioners for the Cuftody of the Great Seal 
thereof, or for the Lord Chief Baron, or in his Abfence for the Chancellor 
of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland, or one of the Barons thereof, or 
for the Lord Chief Juffijce, or for any of the Judges of His Majefty’s 
Courts of King’s Bench or Common Pleas iii Ireland for the Time being 
rerpeftively, to adminifter the Oaths of Office to any Perfon or Perfons 
appointed to a Commiffioner or Commiffioners of Cuifoms and Port 
Duties, or a Commiffioner or Commiffioners of Inland Excite and Taxes 
in Ireland, and they are hereby empowered to adminifler fuch Oath ac- 
cordingly. 

And whereas it may be inconvenient to require the Attendance of the AndtoSub- 
feveral Officers of Cuftoms, Excife, and Taxes in Dublin, in order to 
qualify themtelves for their feveral Employments ; BE it Enafted, That 
all and every Perlbns and Perfon appoiiited to any Office or Employment 
in the Revenue of Cuftoms or Excite, or concerned or engaged In or about 
the Revenues, under the Management of the faid Commiffioners ofCuf- 
toms and Port Duties, or of the laid Commiffioners of Inland Excife and 
Taxes, or either of them, ffiail and may, with the Confent of the faid 
5 Commiffioners retpeftively, take the Oath of Office, or any other Oaths 
which he or they are refpedHvely direfled or required by Law to take, be- 
fore their entering on their refpeftive Offices, cither before fuch Perfon or 
Perfons as are now authorized to adminifter the fame, of before the Collec- 
tor of the 'Dltlrifl: where fuch Officer ffiail be appointed to reticle, of and 
in the feveral and relpedfive Counties, Counties of Towns, and Counties of 
Cities in Ireland, where fuqh Officer or Officers ffiail be appointed to re- 
ficle ; and fuch Colleflor is hereby empowered and required to admiaifrer 
the laid Oath or Oaths accordingly. 

And be it further Enabled, That every Colleflor of Cuifoms or Excite, oath of Col-
